Histadrut demands 
roll-back of prices

Lebanese Shi'ite leader Nabih 
Bern warned yesterday that set- 
tlements in Galilee from now on 
will be attacked in reprisal for 
Israeli actions in Shi'ite villages 
in South Lebanon. 

“From now on. even - time a vil- 
lage is attacked in South Lebanon, a 
village will be attacked in Galilee," 
Bern told a press conference in 
Beirut following yesterday's IDF ac- 
tions in the Tyre area. 

The threat ma> be largeiv rhetor- 
ical. But it nonetheless' represents 
the radicatization of once moderate 
Shi'ites represented b> Bern, in a 
bid to maintain credibifin- in the face 
of the challenge by radical Shi'ite 
groups such as rite fundamentalist 


Hizboilah ( Party of God), it could 
also spur these radicals ro outbid 
Bern by going beyond threats and 
actually try ing to attack Galilee set- 
tlements. 

Reacting to Bern's threat. Minis- 
ter Without Portfolio Moshe Arens 
last night said Israel will not surren- 
der to Shi'ite terror, and if neces- 
sary’. would crush this "Khomeinist 
phenomenon approaching our bor- 
der." Arens was speaking to a visit- 
ing group of members of the L 5 .S. 
Moral Majority organization. 

O/C Northern Command On 
Orr. speaking over the weekend 
to residents of Kirvai Shmonu. 
told them that the IDF musr 
prepare for the possibility that 
the situation on the northern bor- 
der miaht soon deteriorate. “It's 


important to tell the public the 
truth so it won': be surprised." he 
said. "But it's also important to 
remember that everyone pre- 
dicted massacres in Sidon after 
the IDF left, yet until now it's 
been quiet." 

The growing strength of the 
Khomeini-inspired Hizboilah 
among Lebanon's Shi'ites was de- 
monstrated on Friday, when for the 
first time all shops and restaurants in 
the cnee-cosmopolitan Hamra dis- 
trict of West Beirut were ordered by 
fundamental isi gunmen to dose for 
Friday prayers. 

While Bern has said he does not 
want to enforce Islamic law on 
Christians or moderate Moslems, 
neither his Amal militia nor the 
Lebanese Army has moved to block 
the Hizboilah.

IDF raid nets largest arms haul

A new threat to Package Deal II 
emerged on Friday, following a deci- 
sion by the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee to discuss whether to break 
contacts with the Treasury and the 
Industry Ministry and to boycott 
Package Deal H committees. 

The labour federation is angry 
over what it calls excessive price 
hikes approved last week by the 
Industry Ministry. According to 
some reports, Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar has raised the issue 
with Prime Minister Peres, who may 
be forcedtb intervene once again to 
save foe deal. 

“If the excessive price increases 
are not abolished immediately, the 
Histadrut will break its contacts with 
the Treasury and Industry Ministry 
apd will not participate in foe deli - 
Jjerations bf foe padtage deal com - . 
ttuttees,” Kessar jwid. 

The chairman of the Histadrut’s 
trade union division, Haim Haber- 
feld, on Friday sharply attacked the 


officials at the Treasury and the 
Trade and Industry Ministry who 
approved the price hikes beyond the 
agreed ceilings. 

Haberfeld called this “a breach of 
confidence" and said that the offi- 
cials had acted in violation of what 
had been agreed on in foe package 
deal accord, and at the package deal 
professional committee. 

The professional committee is to 
meet today at the Treasury. The 
Industry Ministry said the meeting is 
meant to define' ways by which foe 
Histadrut may appeal the price in- 
creases. 

It is likely that the price-review 
body will have to refer foe issue to 
the package deal monitoring com- 
mittee - composed of foe heads of 
foe Histadrut, the Treasury and the 
Manufacturers' Association. 

In such a meeting not only foe 
Histadrut i* expected ro. voice its 
protest. The industrialists are also 
expected to protest, against what 
they see as inadequate price hikes, 
especially for food products. 


Work on Ganei Hamat 
due to resume today

Work on Tiberias's Ganei Hamat 
Hotel is to resume today, and the 
hotel is scheduled to open in three 
months', Shlomo Grofman, 
managing-director of Africa-Israel 
Investments, which is building the 
hotel, announced on Friday. 

This followed foe signing of an 
agreement between Africa-Israel’ s 
parent company Bank Leumi and 
the Chief Rabbinate providing reg- 
ulations governing foe remaining 
work on foe hotel. The boycott of 
Bank Leumi, declared by ultra- 
Orthodox authorities, is expected to 
be called off within a few days. 

The remaining work consists 
mainly of the laying of sewage pipes, 
gardening and foe construction of 
access roads. 

. The agreeement prevents any dig- 
ging, since this would desecrate 
ancient Jewish graves found on the 
hotel grounds, according to uttra- 
Orthodox leaders. 

• Most ultra-Orthodox leaders have 
already, approved foe agreement. 
Rabbi Eliezer Schach, the spiritual 
leader of foe Lithuanian baredi 
world, is reportedly studying foe 
agreement and as soon as be gives his 


approval foe bank boycott wul prob- 
ably be lifted, it was learned. 

Germany’s Bank of Trade Unions 
(BSG), which is a partner in Ganei 
Hamat. has reportedly approved the 
agreement as well,' Bank Leumi 
sources said yesterday. 

• The agreement was reached fol- 
lowing balachic building solutions 
worked out by the committee 
appointed by the Chief Rabbinate.

Cabinet to discuss 
further withdrawal

The cabinet is due to discuss plans 
for foe second stage of the withdraw- 
al from Lebanon in its session this 
morning. 

Likud ministers plan to meet be- 
fore the. cabinet session to adopt a 
common position. Sources expect 
that they will back plans for the 
withdrawal, which were approved by 
foe inner cabinet last week . but some 
Likud ministers may wish to air 
reservations before the full cabinet. 


Lebanese sources said the IDF 
force included tanks and many 
armoured personnel carriers. The 
operation was supervised by O/C 
Northern Command Aluf Ori Orr. 
who met with the commander of the 
French Unifil force stationed in Mar- 
rake. 

Reuters reported that some SOU 
Israeli troops and intelligence agents 
cook part in the operation, using 
three tanks. 50 armoured personnel 
carriers and 30 other vehicles includ- 
ing bulldozers. 

The Associated Press said that 
volleys of automatic weapons fire 
and explosions could be heard while 
Israeli helicopters made low runs 
and thick, black smoke rose above 


the hilltop ullage, apparently from 
tires that tow nspeople set afire to tiy 
to block entry. 

A photographer who was in the 
village described the raid this way: 

“People looked rerrified. The 
Israelis were shooting in the air and 
armoured vehicles started rolling 
amid the burning tires and shouting 
women, and one car w'ith a bullhorn 
called on men to gather at tbe village 
school." 

The Associated Press also reported 
that Shi'ites who have been attack- 
ing the Israeli army despite Israel’s 
announced plan to leave Lebanon 
say they are keeping up foe assault 
because they think the occupation

Four IDF soldiers hurt in S. Lebanon 


Four IDF soldiers were injured 
Friday in two attacks in south Leba- 
non. They were evacuated to a hos- 
pital. 

One soldier was slightly wounded 
when a roadside bomb went off as his 
patrol passed the Burj as-Shatnali 
refugee camp east of Tyre. 

Three soldiers were injured when 
iwo roadside bombs went off near 
Abbasiye. northeast ofTyre.

In two other attacks in which no 
one was hurt, a Katyusha was fired at 
an IDF outpost at the Kasimiye 
bridge, and two rocket-propelled 
grenades were fired at another out- 
post near Bidyas.

Bar-Lev questions motives 
of Herat on peace initiative

HADERA. - Herat politicians who 
dismiss the peace initiative as a stunt 
by Premier Peres and Egyptian Pres- 
ident Mubarak are motivated by a 
refusal to enter into negotiations 
with Jordan. Police Minister Haim 
Bar-Lev said here on Friday. 

Speaking to a Histadrut club. Bar 
Lev said that such negotiations are 
necessary to find out whether peace 
with Jordan is possible. 

He added that in any agreement 
with Jordan. Israel's defence border 
would have to be along the Jordan 
River, areas of the West Bank popu- 
lated by Arabs could be under Jorda- 
nian administration, and there could 
not be a complete return by Israel to 
the old Green Line. 

Also on Friday. .Alignment MK 
Aharon Harel told a seminar at Beit 
Berl that there must not be an Israeli 
"rejectionist front" as there is 
among the Arabs. 

But in Haifa, Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Arens on Friday 


played down the Egyptian peace 
initiative. In a speech to the Haifa 
Maritime and Economics Club, 
Arens said that the Egyptian emis- 
sary who had come to Jerusalem last 
week had not invited Israel to any 
meeting in Cairo or elsewhere nor 
had he brought a message thax re- 
quired an answer. 

According to Arens the emissary 
had only brought an Egyptian eva- 
luation that there was no chance at 
this stage for a peace meeting in 
Cairo and all that is in the cards is an 
effort to get the U.S. to support the 
Jordanian agreement with the FLO. 

Israel must make it quite clear that 
there is no room for the PLO in the 
political process. Arens said. 

The Camp David accord is the 
only way to make progress in the 
peace process, deputy foreign minis- 
ter Ronnie Milo said on Kol Y Israel 
Friday evening. "It's first and fore- 
most a condition we have to set for 
ourselves to avoid endangering 
issues -vital to our security."

relations with Egypt. At the same 
time. Peres has rejected the idea that 
Israel might simply renounce its 
claim to the beach. 

He believes the conflicting claims, 
both solidly grounded in iegai and 
historical precedent, should he ad- 
judicated by an impartial and 
mutually acceptable outside curior- 
ity. 

Peres has repealed;;-' proposed 
that Israel and Egypt evolve seme 
form of joint ad ministration ov sr the 
disputed area, which would remain 
in force regardless of the final ad- 
judication regarding sovereignty. 
But Cairo has shown little interest m 
this idea, doggedly insisting on 
arbitration. 

Negotiators for the two sides are 
to meet in Ismailiya during the firs: 
half of this month to continue talks 
on the interim regime in the area - 
especially the role of the Multina- 
tional Force and Observers- iMFOi. 

Political observers see Peres's 
offer to go at once to arbitration, in 
the context o? a genera? thaw in 
relations, as a demonstration of his 
readiness to push ahead or. the peace 
front regardless of Likud opposition. 

For Shamir, for Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon, and for other Likud 
leaders Taba is something of a test- 
case. not only for Israel's relations 
with Egypt but also Labour's rela- 
tions with the Likud inside :he 
national unity government. 

Hitherto this Likud sensitivity has 
constrained Peres. 

Now, apparently, following 
Mubarak's initiative of -as: week, 
these constraints have beer, drop- 
ped. and Peres seems prepared to 
p3Ty any Likud challenge over 
Taba. 

This post we. oyer a small but 
symbolic matter, may well signal a 
broader readiness on Peres's part to 
"force the issue" with the Likud over 
the reinvigorated peace process - 
even to the point of dissolving the 
unity government. 

The conventional wisdom up uatii 
a week ago was tha: the convenient 
time for a coalition crisis ever peace 
moves would be. from Labour's 
standpoint, late in 19S5. By then the 
withdrawal from Lebanon. wrH have 
been completed, and the wont of the 


economic crisis may be over. 

Tne timing of such a crisis, howev- 
er. is not altogether in Peres's hands 
- nor indeed in Israeli hands at all. 
Mubarak's initiative, if it gathers 
momentum in the Arab camp and in 
Washington, could eventually pro- 
voke such a crisis in Israel - and 
Peres and the Labour Party would 
have to roll with the punches. 

Some of the politicians and advis- 
ers around the premier are now 
addressing this prospect with enthu- 
siasm. The argument is made that a 
crisis sooner would be just as good, 
or even better, than a crisis later; the 
Lebanon withdrawal might turn 
sour, with a resumption ot attacks on 
Galilee: and the economy may yet 
get worse later in the year. 

In addition, the premier's person- 
al and political standing is high - a 
useful asset whether the dissolution 
of the unity government leads to 
elections or to the creation of a 
narrow -based government led by 
Labour. 

Moreover, the Labour side sees 
Likud al this time as weak and in 
disarray, with a leadership struggle 
simmering beneath the surface. 

For all these reasons. Peres is 
apparently prepared to risk provok- 
ing Likud wrath by taking concilia- 
tory positions in the peace process. 
His reasoning is that Shamir cannot 
afford a showdown, but that if There 
is a showdown. Labour would be 
well-placed to win it. 

Bomb defused at 
W, German Embassy 

ATHENS (API. - Police said they 
safely removed a bomb early yester- 
day from outside the West German 
Embassy, thwarting an attack that 
Greek terrorists said signalled their 
"unification" with other European 
urban terrorists. 

The large explosive device, linked 
to a six kilo gas cylinder, was re- 
moved by a bomb-disposal squad 
and exploded. Police had been tip- 
ped about a suspicious package by 
neighbouring British diplomats. 

It was the first incident in Greece 
linked with extremist groups that 
have launched a string of attacks 
recently against Nato facilities in 
Western Europe. 
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been blown out of proportion. The 
first priority, he said, is to lover the 
tone of dispute.

WASHINGTON. - Prime Minister 
Peres, in an interview published in 
The Washington Pori yesterday, ack- 
nowledged the continuing' differ- 
ences of opinion withWashingtonon 
Israel's economic Teroveiy. 

“What the administration is 
saying is basically two things: they 
appreciate the steps we have taken; 
they don't feel that we took 
enough.” Peres said. “To which we 
reply that you don't run any demo- 
cratic country with a professional 
economist. In any country, politics 
and economics are together. I mean, 
you have to lead your people, cany 
them forward, with their support." 

The Reagan administration is ex- 
pected to inform Congress later this 
week of its intention to seek 51.2 
billion in economic assistance for 
Israel in the 19S6 fiscal year budget. 

However, the administration is 
expected to maintain its aonoommif- 
al posture regarding Israel's SI -5b. 
emergency supplemental aid re- 
quest. In continuing to delay a final 
decision on the supplemental pack- 
age. the administration is likely to 
explain the need for yet additional : 
emergency measures in Israel, such 
as limiting the printing of shekels to 
cover budger deficits. 

In his interview with The Washing- 
ton Past. Peres maintained that the 
price and wage freeze and ptf^ 
steps imposed in' the two padcage 
deals have worked much better than 


anyone in Washington or Israel anti- 
cipated, “So we believe that the set 
of measures that we are - taking' can 
yield better results than 1 what is 
appreciated in the United States. 

“What iwe are trying to do very 
hard is to cany the people with us," 
the Prime Minister continued. 
"Quite successfullyxmtil now.” 

He also referred to the 2S per cent 
of the Israeli gross national product 
spent on defence and the 520b. spent 
''over the past decade for two ware 
and one peace. And that is actually 
the money we owe.” : . 

-At the same dine; Peres went out 
of his way to piratse the administra- 
tion's baric sympathy and support 
for Israel. “I tmnk. that we have a 
very friendly argument" with the 
administration. he said. “The admi- 
nistration didn’t give us either a final 
yes or a final no! They are careful not 
to offer us a menu of measures. They 
say. - You must do a little bit more,’ 
in general, terms.. ! -think they are 
very careful not to appear as though 
they intervene in our politics, and we 
appreciate that."

Strauss, back in Germany, 
still favours arms for Saudis 


HAMBURG. West Germany YAP). 
- Bavarian Prime Minister Franz- 
Josef Strauss, after returning from a 
visit to Israel yesterday, reiterated 
his support for West German arms 
sales to Saudi Arabia. 

"During mv visit. I didn’t hear one 
word that American. British and 
French tanks sold to Saudi Arabia 
pose a threat to Israel.'’ Strauss was 
quoted as saying in a newspaper 
interview. 

Strauss described Saudi Arabia as 
a "stabilizing factor" in the Middle 
East and said the "proud" kingdom 
would feei.as "a second-class state" 
if West Germany refused to sell it the 
advanced Leopard-2 tanks. 

A decision not to sell tanks to 
Saudi Arabia would hurt the West 
German economy, Strauss was 
quoted as saying in the interview 
with Weir Sonnmg . .

The Health 
Ministry has repeatedly stated that 
the major hospitals in West Jeru- 
salem can easily absorb the extra 
load.

Burglars take half-ton safe

Notwithstanding the economic 
difficulties. “We believe that we 
must take care not to harm the level 
of the population's health, as the 
human and economic results may be 
tragic." 

In a separate resolution, social 
workers at Jerusalem's Hadassah 
Hospital on Mount Scopus called for 
a publicity drive to stress the import- 
ance of full health insurance for all. 

This especially concerns old peo- 
ple and youths, who faced acute 
navment problems, in addmon to 
their medical problems, when the 
came to hospitals for treatment, they 
said. 


Villagers claim that the Israelis, 
now in a hilltop position facing the 
village, fire without provocation into 
the community.

U.S.-Nicaragua talks at standstill 


MONTEVIDEO. Uruguay (AP). - 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz met yesterday with Nicara- 
guan President Daniel Onega and 
said afterwards he was unable to 
report any narrowing of differences 
between the two countries. 

Speaking to a news conference 
after an hour-Jong meeting with 
Ortega, Shultz said. “I don't know 
that anything much has changed.” 
He said, however, that he and 
Ortega did agree chat the “centre of 
negotiations” aimed at bringing 
peace to Central America must be 
the Contadora process. 

“The sooner everyone gets back 
to that process, the better.” he said. 

Shultz expressed hope that the 
Contadora process, which is being 
led by Venezuela. Mexico. Panama 
and Columbia, can he resumed now 


that an asylum dispute between Cos- 
ta Rica and Nicaragua apparently 
has been resolved. 

Shultz also belittled the Nicara- 
guan decision to ask Cuba to with- 
draw 100 military advisers. At the 
rate of 1 00 per year, it would take 
“until the middle of the next cen- 
tury" for all of the Cubans to be 
withdrawn, he said. 

Shultz and Ortega were here to 
attend Friday's inauguration of Uru- 
guayan President Julio Sanguinetti. 
whose election ended 12 years of 
military rule, (see below) 

In Washington. President Reagan 
reiterated Friday that he opposes 
sending U.S. troops to Central 
America, because “they simply 
aren't needed.” But Reagan urged 
American conservatives, to show the 
rightist rebels of Nicaragua “that the 


U.S. supports them with more than 
just pretty words and good wishes. 

In a speech prepared for delivery 
at the 12th annnal Conservative Poli- 
tical Action Conference dinner. 
Reagan continued his administra- 
tion's push for renewed U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency backing of the 
rebels, which Congress suspended 
last year. 

Meanwhile. Nicaraguan rebel 
leader Eden Pastora Gomez said 
Friday that with 10.000 guns and SI 
million in U.S. aid per month, he 
could overthrow his country's leftist 
government in a year, 

Gomez, known as Captain Zero, 
said in an interview that congression- 
al refusal to resume that aid would 
result in a “longer, bloodier and 
more painful” war. 


Reagan to meet member of Politburo 


WASHINGTON I AP). - President 
Ronald Reagan is to meet on Thurs- 
day with Soviet Politburo member 
Vladimir Shcherbitsky during a visit 
viewed by U.S. officials as offering a 
chance of improving U.S. -Soviet re- 
lations. the White' House said on 
Friday. 

Shcherbitsky. the first full mem- 
ber of the Soviet Union's chief U.S. 
policy-making body besides Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko to visit 
since Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
was here in 1973, will lead a 30- 


member delegation of the Supreme 
Soviet. U.S. officials said. 

A State Department spokesman 
said the Reagan administration wel- 
comed the visit, which is to recipro- 
cate a trip to the Soviet Union by an 
American Congressional delegation 
last year. 

“The administration believes that 
such iisits between leaders of the 
United States and Soviet Union can 
usefully contribute to building a 
more constructive relationship be- 
tween our two countries.” he said.

Kyprianou rejects 
resignation motion 
over failed talks 

NICOSIA I AP). - President Spyros 
Kyprianou on Friday rejected a par- 
liamentary motion calling on him to 
resign for mishandling peace talks 
with the Turkish Cypriots for the 
reunification of the war-divided is- 
land. 

“Even though I have reached the 
conclusion that I must not alienate 
my authority, nor resign from my 
office. I recognize that there is a 
political crisis in the country.*' Kyp- 
rianou declared in j lengthy radio 
and television address. 

Kyprianou. who has completed 
only" two years of his five-year term, 
said that "I sincerely believe that not 
only would i: be wrong to do so. but 
also terribly dangerous to lead the 
country to early elections. 

“I understand that my stand is 
shared by the large majority of the 
people, irrespective of political or 
party alliance." he added. 

Kyprianou was giving his consi- 
dered response tn the parliamentary- 
censure vote approved 25-12 last 
Friday, with ’he 11 members of the 
pro-western right wing Democratic 
Rally voting against the president in 
rare unanimity with the 12 members 
of the pro- Moscow Cyprus Com- 
munist Party.

Each day the -■family” wakes ear- 
ly eats breakfast and are bussed to 
Hanoi, a school for the handicapped. 
They’ arrive home again at around 
3.00 and in the afternoon and even- 
ing, ihev are busy with homework, 
gaines, crafts, calls to their friends, 

television and even yoga. 

Every three weeks the children go 
to their own families for Shabbat. 
Those who don't have parents go to 

the homes of volunteers. 

According to Shoshana Anran.

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New-style Ampal’s broader scope

Ampal-American Israel Corpora- 
tion. the Bank Hapoalim-owned in- 
vest ment company that has for de- 
cades channelled funds from the 
li.S. to Israeli industry and agricul- 
ture. intends to broaden the range of 
investment options it pursues. In 
addition to its traditional role as a 
conduit for indirect investment in 
Israel through purchase of Ampal 
bonds, the company is looking to 
enter joint ventures with U.S. inves- 
tors. and to act as consultants and 
financiers for others. 

Just one year after the suicide of 
Ampai's former chairman. Ya’akov 
Levinson, the company is making a 
strong resurgence, convinced that it 
has succeeded in emerging from the 
shadows of the past. According to 
Ephraim Reiner, chairman of both 
Ampal and its parent. Bank 
Hapoalim. the investigation con- 
ducted by a special counsel 
appointed by the company and com- 
pleted last year, has removed the 
tainr of wrongdoing from the com- 
pany. allowing it to get back to 
"business as usual.” 


The best proof of this, Reiner told 
The Jerusalem Post last week, was 
the approval by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission of a new 
prospectus for Ampal bonds, which 
was issued this January. Had the 
prestigious regulatory authority had 
any reservations as to Ampai's possi- 
ble role in the "Levinson affair." its 
approval would not have been forth- 
aiming. 

In the event the bond issue of $64 
million went off without hitch in late 
January and the new money raised 
will by itself reinvigorate Ampal: 
The 43-year-old company will be 
able to recommence its direction of 
American investment dollars to 
Israeli industry, particularly high- 
tech. 

Bur Reiner is determined to open 
up new vistas for Ampal, instead of 
merely continuing the old strategy of 
offering interest payments on Ampal 
bonds as an indirect return for the 
money U.S. investors have put into 
the Israeli economy. 

“In the U.S. there are many 
potential investors looking for 
worthwhile business investments in 


Israel. These are people who want to 
be directly involved - not through 
charitable donations, and not even 
through indirect investments, such 
os- Ampal bonds. These are-the peo- 
ple for whom Ampal seeks to pro- 
vide solutions." said Reiner. 

The big multi-nationals - the lo- 
re Is and Motorolas - can look after 
themselves, he notes, but the smaller 
individual or group of investors can 
only benefit from Ampal’s experi- 
ence. In particular. Ampal sees itself 
as well positioned to lead a prospec- 
tive investor through the thicket of 
Israeli red tape. 

As a first step in implementing this 
new strategy." Reiner presented 
Ampai's new ideas to the conference 
of leading Israeli and Diaspora busi- 
ness leaders held in Jerusalem ten 
days ago. Ampal, he said, would be 
ready to operate according to the 
needs of the would-be investor. 

It would act as an investment 
consultant, seeking out and evaluat- 
ing investment opportunities. Then 
it could cither find Israeli partners 
for the project, or merely advise the 
foreign investors. However. Ampal

'would in any event undertake to 
invest itself m any venture it recom- 
mended. and would provide man- 
agement resources to match. In 
other words, it would go beyond 
mere consultancy and act as an in- 
vestment company, "putting its 
money where its mouth is.” 

Furthermore. Ampal would use 
its Bank Hapoalim connection to 
offer a full investment banker ser- 
vice. 

Reiner reports that the initial 
reactions to his proposals were very 
positive.

The 
spark was lit, as usual, by first 
International Bazik. Here, the saver 
is being offered a peculiar package 
deal, of a sort nor seen before in the 
variegated history of Savings 
bemuses. 

First International ‘will grant a 
15100,000 overdraft , whose size wi2 
grow each month in line with the 
CPI. for each $3,000 worth of 
shekels deposited in one of its. 
schemes. -The overdraft will be in- 
terest free for a whole year, and the 
saver will also benefit from an ex- 
emption on regular service charges 
cm his current account during that 
time. 

This is a most unusual offer, parti- 
cularly for the First International, 
which’ claims to espouse a policy of

savings. This time, however, the 
intertwining is complete. 

Furthermore, it is not quite dear 
what the advantage is to the saver, 
since after one year he will find 
himself with an illiquid savings- . 
scheme on the one hand, and an 
extra overdraft to pay off, which be 
hadn't taken into account. He will 
also have to return to the reality of 
normal transaction costs on his cur- 
rent account.

Sharon learns 
about fashion

Practise what you preach 


INDUSTRY and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, after having 
ordered Israel Chemicals to create jobs for the Herut boys as 
personnel managers the company never had and does not need, 
is now twisting the company's arm to put $10 million into tbie 
Seismica oil exploration company founded by Avraham 
(“JBujna**l Shavit together with an entrepreneur from Peru by 
the name of Adam Poliak. 

Seismica was supposed to raise $50 million abroad for the 
venture. On the strength of that promise, it obtained a 
concession for oil exploration in the largest-ever contiguous 
area in Israel, extending over 1.6 million dunams in the Jordan 
Rifl. 

The company failed to raise the promised capital, and faced 
the cancellation of its concession by the Ministry of Energy. So 
what did the promoters do? Mr. Shavit, who has recently been 
displaying his powers of persuasion on television, preaching 
fiscal continence, pmdent management, decent patriotic be- 
haviour. free private enterprise and other virtues, has 
apparently not been persuasive enough with potential foreign 
investors. Having failed there, he applied his well-known 
powers of persuasion, not to his friends in private industry and 
business, but - like most private entrepreneurs when they run 
into trouble - to the government. 

The state budget has no money for high-risk ventures such as 
oil exploration. It is cutting back not only on vital services, but 
also on investments with a more immediate and more certain 
return than digging for oil. 

But Mr. Shavit has apparently managed to persuade Ariel 
Sharon that Seismica s private concession must be saved with 
public funds. If they cannot be made available from the budget, 
there is always Israel Chemicals, the wholly government- 
owned successful industrial giant, which could be milked for 
the public funds needed to save a private concession and. 
presumably, the costs of promotion already invested - which 
would go down the drain if the concession were cancelled. 

Israel Chemicals' board of directors has meanwhile refused 
to invest in oil exploration, in which it has never engaged 
before. If it wanted to branch out in that direction, it could 
probably mobilize the expertise required as well as the funds 
without any help from Mr. Shavit who. apart from the 
unfulfilled promises of foreign venture capital, has nothing to 
contribute. 

However, the refusal of Israel Chemicals’ board of directors 
to bail out Buma Shavit is not the last word in the matter. Ariel 
Sharon is planning to take the issue to the Committee of 
Economic Ministers, in an effort to force Israel Chemicals to do 
his bidding. 

At a time when the government is cutting back on education, 
on health, on social services, on industrial investment, oil 
exploration would rank low in the order of priorities even if it 
were government-initiated and owned. To invest in a private 
venture, with all the losses to be paid for from the public purse, 
and with the profits, if ever they materialize, to be private, is a 
preposterous idea. 

If Israel Chemicals, or other government corporations, have 
funds to spare over and above their own research and develop- 
ment needs or their own expansion into more output add 
exports, they would do better to use them to finance such things 
as higher education in the technological disciplines with which 
they are affiliated. Oil exploration, and most certainly private 
concessions for it, can wait. 

As for Mr, Shavit himself, he apparently does not believe 
that he ought to practise what he preaches. It seems to be one 
thing to preach to the public the kind of sermons that wealthy 
people preach to others - and quite another matter to lobby for 
the allocation of public funds for the benefit of ‘"free" private 
enterprise, when it cannot raise the cash that might justify 
state participation. 

Above all. Mr. Sharon, who is apparently convinced that 
public corporations are the personal fief of the minister in 
charge, should be stopped in his tracks. The majority of the 
government corporations have over the years been run along 
business lines. The biggest among them have done well. They 
are the country's biggest exporters and are its main engine of 
technical progress. They should not be tampered with by an 
Ariel Sharon, egged on by private lobbyists.

Most of the propaganda and 
ideological iiterature appears to 
have been smuggled in from abroad. 

The Birzerf 'spokesman said last 
night that more than 100 soldiers 
commanded by senior officers in the 
area were deployed in the operation 
and he termed the entire affair "a 
silly issue designed to quash die 
freedom of expression one must ex- 
pect on a university campus. 

“Every student political faction 
has its day of celebration and this is 
well known to the authorities,'' he 
said, condemning the raid as “unjus- 
tified provocation."

FIFTEEN YEARS ago, American 
Jewish writer Cynthia Ozick spoke 
of the possibility that the English 
language would become what she 
called the New Yiddish. She was not 
alluding merely to the fact that, by 
that time, many Yiddishized Heb- 
rew wends and Judaized/Yukfishized 
words of German. Slavic and other 
origins- like kosher, goniff. shaxnus. 
klafte, yente and gefilte fish, and 
even such sublime words as mensch 
and olamtc- had won the hearts and 
glossaries of Anglophones. 

Ozick had in mind two more im- 
portant phenomena. One is the in- 
vestment of English words with Jew-

ish “fiturgicar meanings, which 
would consecrate them as “Jewish” 


words in the way that so many Ger- 
man and Slavic words, for example, 
had acquired Jewish connotations 
that' they did not, and could not. 
have in their original contexts. The 
other is the phenomenon we have 
seen mainly in Orthodox circles: the 
“Anglicization" of a growing num- 
ber of Hebrew and Yiddish liturgical 
terms, making them an acceptable 
part of English conversation and 
writing, no longer needing transla- 
tion or explanation. “Bar mitzva" 
has long been an acceptable English 
term of this category. An outstand- 
ing example of the new trend is the 
use of the traditional Hebrew term 
“Hashem” (meaning “The Name”) 
instead of “God” or even “G-d.” 

Some Zionist “liturgical" terms 
have also long been accepted in 
English parlance, even that of non- 
Jews who keep more than casualty 
informed. And I do not mean only 
“kibbutz," “moshav*’ and a few- 
similar long-accepted words. 

For example, during a recent ex- 
tended visit in the U.S.. which took 
me to a few small towns, a surpri- 
singly large number of people, in- 
cluding non- Jews, did not have to be 
told that “aliya" means the immigra- 
tion of Jews to the Land of Israel. 
Though most of them did not pro- 


nounce it “ali-va,” as correct Heb- 
rew grammar requires, but “a-Zi- 
ya.“ the way Ashkenazi Jewry has 
ira<Etionally pronounced the word in 
its strictly liturgical context, refer- 
ring to being called up for the Tora 
reading in the synagogue service. I 
don't know* whom to credit for the 
widespread understanding of the 
Zionist “ati-va": perhaps it is doe. to 
the numerous and voluminous sym- 
posia. verbal and in print, on why 
American Jews won't be making 
aliva. But there it is. 


THERE ARE a few new words that 
have, almost unnoticed, become 
part of the Jewish sacred vocabulary. 
Some prominent ones are “dia- 
logue." which has now become a 
verb, and “meaningful.” Sevenfold 
sanctity is radiated by such combina- 
tions as “meaningful dialogue” and 
•‘to dialogue meaningfully": 
raeaningfulness is essential if the 
dialogues are to be impacted upon 
by it. 

In the Zionist New Yiddish, these 
terms, the earliest form of which (to 
the best of my knowledge) was intro- 
duced into the liturgy two decades 
ago as part of the tourism operation 
of an American Jewish organization, 
mean: 

Dialogue - a discourse in which 
Diaspora Jews (DJ> tell Israeli Jews 
( U ) that DJ are there to stay and list 
Israel’s shortcomings. 

Meaningful dialogue - discourse 
at the end of which DJ and IJ both 
grin sheepishly, shrug, agree to dis- 
agree and go their respective ways. 

“I was shocked in Israel by the 
lack of understanding of North 


American Jewry. But American 
Jewish leaders also don't understand 
how Israel functions. They refuse to 
dialogue meaningfully. They refuse 
to face up to the real problems.” 

This statement was made to me by 
an activist in one of the Jewish 
communities I visited in die U.S. He 
and his family had lived in Israel 
briefly. From his elaboration on the 
above assertions, it was clear that he 
meant: We Israelis don’t appreciate 
the tender American Jewish souL 
And: American Jews aren't aware of 
what an insatiable, cruel, bureaucra- 
tic monster they are feeding when 
they fund the Jewish Agency, etc. 
And: We Israelis won't admit that he 
is right and turn the management of 
our affairs (except, of course, secur- 
ity) over to sensitive .and efficient 
American Jews. 

You may have noticed chat he 
used another Word from the Zionist 
New Yiddish: “real.” A problem 
isn’t a “problem” until it is ‘Teal.” 
Just as a dialogue isn't one unless it is 
also ‘‘meaningful.” ' 

Another new sacred word, inter- 
changeable with “real.” is “authen- 
tic.” 

The latter was used here most 
recently by the president of a major 
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Shorter. Oxford - “of Authority, au- 
thoritative, entitled to obedience or 
respect” - then hc/is pleading for a 
relativist^ judgment. Mtich we cab-- 
not grant.- ’ -■-• \ 

I am using u Zk>nism" in its sim- 
ple. literal ’sense: the return of the 
Jewish people to. and rite restoration 
and fostering of sovereign Jewish, 
national life in, the Jewish people's 
ancestral homeland. We cannot 
accept the trivializadon of Zionisnv 
such as .many so-called Zionist lead- 
ers have done, by defining ir to mean 
even Jewish participation in home- 
town civic aflkns in the U.S.; this is 
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nization that is also active in Israel.. 
One of that organization’s main 
goals in Israel, he said, is to “prom- 
ote pluralism and introduce some 
American elements and values 
which are so rare” here. Another is 
to impress on us that just as Amer- 
ican Jews recognize the “authenti- 
city” of Israeli life, so must we recog-

We come here, not for the sake of 
the people of Israel, but for our own 
sake; we come here willingly, no: 
because we are forced to do so. Yet 
we expect the people of Israel to be 
ever grateful, to virtually reward us 
for coming to their country. 

On arrival, we are met. We are 
taken care of. We receive conces- 
sions - income tax. kupat holim, 
purchases free from tax. and so on. 
We are assisted to integrate into our 
new home. We are housed in. for 
instance, Beit Brodetsky -which is 
situated in a good residential area 
and has a large parklike garden - 
where we are supplied free of charge 
with household linen and essentials. 
We are provided with electricity, 
heating and cooking facilities, the 
use of a library, cultural activities... 
all for the princely sum of IS 15. 000 a 
month (from February 1 for a single 
room). Not even S22 a month! 
Where in the world C3n one today- 
find even the cheapest lodgings for 
S22amonth?

My friends at Beit Brodetsky also 
complained about petty things. I 
asked one: “When you left Germany 
in the 30s. who was waiting to 
welcome you to Latin America and 
make you feel at home? When you 
left Latin America for the United 
States, who was waiting there for 
you. to welcome you and make you 
fell at home? Yet when you come to 
Israel, where you are welcomed and 
helped in every conceivable way. it is 
not enough.” 1 also point out that the 
early immigrants to Palestine/Israel 
had no one to pave the way for them, 
and it is they, and their children and 
their children’s children who today 
work very hard for the comforts 
showered on us and other olim. 

I arrived at Ben-Gurion airport at 
10 o'clock at night. I was whisked off 
to the Jewish Agency office at the 
airport and processed, had my lug- 
gage collected, taken by taxi to Beit 
Brodetsky, all within the space of 
one hour. The taxi driver helped me 
in with my baggage - for a considera- 
tion. of course. The man at the 
reception desk (at 11 o’clock at 
night) showed me to my room, which 
was clean and brightly Ut. and asked 
whether I would like a cup of tea or 
coffee, for which I was exceedingly 
grateful. He served me coffee in the 
TV lounge, introduced me to two 
nrsdentsT asked whether there was 
anything else he could do for me. 


and said “good night’*. The follow- 
ing day I registered at the desk, was 
introduced to the “house mother” 
who told me about the shopping and 
other facilities across the road - 
supermarket, pharmacy, post office, 
banks, hairdressers, kupat holim, 
cinema, you name it. I was intro- 
duced to the cultural director and 
invited to a Hanukka party that 
night, met the director, secretary 
and social* worker, all of whom 
offered me their services and assist- 
ance. I was issued with linen, told to 
ask if I needed more blankets, kitch- 
en utensils. I cannot think of any- 
thing more they could have done for 
me. 

I am informed that the two women - 
interviewed on the programme, said 
they had been neglected mid left 
entirely to their own (limrtedj re- 
sources.

In the 
month I have been here, there have 
been weekly socials held in conjunc- 
tion with Bnot Brit, and we were 
taken on a trip to Galilee on Tu 
Bishvat: we plainied trees there and 
visited places of ancient and modern 
interest.

only for the w hites in South Africa, 
but also for the Jews. 

He described the pleasure of re- 
ceiving his annual Pessah parcel of 
polony sausage, jam and other 
goodies, and explained the import- 
ance of baring a large Jewish com- 
plement in jail - so that there is more 
to go around.

Sir, - It is with a sense of urgency 
that I feel a compulsion to correct or. 
erroneous impression falsely con- 
veyed by those who should know 
better. 

In recent months, articles and 
statements have appeared accusing 
the orthodox Tora community, and 
more particularly Lubaritcher. that 
they view Reform and Conservative 
Jews as being less than Jewish, or not 
really Jewish. Rabbis from pulpits 
and leaders of movement continue 
with the bombardment that the 
“Orthodox" think we are cor Jew- 
ish. Whether this is a ploy :c arouse 
the masses to battle is diftlcul: ;o 
ascertain. In any case, innocent lay- 
men, and in some cases spiritual 
leaders are left wondering av to this 
position. 

It is. therefore, incumbent once 
and for ail. to set the rec o rd straight 
irrespective of issues. While :t » 
axiomatic that Jews with regard to 
observance and behaviour are 
guided and bound by the God-given 
Tora, Geraara . Skulkan Amch. etc., 
it is however the same Sfcu/tan 
Aruch that provides the Halacha as 
to how one views a Jew . 

The Rambam-Maitr.orrides. 
codifier of Jewish law. m the second 
chapter of "Hilchor Gcmshr . " 
clearly states that ever, a Jew who 
rebels against rhe Halacita 3 consi- 
dered not only a Jew. but a believer 
in the innermost portion of his 
nahama. It is on this basis tha: the 
Rarabam draws a halacfec conclu- 
sion that even in those areas where 
one's wilful consent is needed, such 
as in certain cases of divorce, kerrba- 
not, etc. . and the Beit Din forces him 
to comply, ii is predicated on rhe 
principle that he is inherently a be- 
liever. and wants to fulfil the will of 
God. 

Therefore, not only dare we nor 
exclude any Jew from Kid YisrseL 
but further, all Jews according to 
Maimonides. irrespective of their 
religious orientation, are considered 
halachically ma'aminirr b r.ei 
ma armnim -* believers, children of 
believers, whose deeds, nrfcr.o; and 
transgressions, are considered by 
God in rhe same context as those of 
observant Jews. 

Emuna belief is inherent in every 
Jew. Is the words of die Rambam 
only his evil inriioatioa forces him to 
act rebellkrusiy. One can quote hun- 
dreds of passages attesting 10 this 
axiom. We must, therefore, set the 


record straight that w-e are all truly 
one as Jews. 

I do not. at this lime, wish to enter 
into the many complex issues that 
divide Jews because, to quote the 
famous American expression, “what 
unites us is far greater than what 
divides us.“ 

If you. therefore, hear a speaker 
or read an article, whether from the 
left or the right, creating an illusion 
or distortion about this subject, you 
should know that he or she is either 
ignorant or malicious. The unity and 
love of our people as a collective, 
and more so with regard to the 
individual, is the priority of priori- 
ties.
